There were 
occasional consultations with other sen- 
ators or members of the house on points 
at issue, but these wera brief, so that 
comparatively little information aa to 
the progress made found its way to out- 
siders. It ia known that almost the en- 
tire day waa devoted to the sugat and 
wool schedules, and the beat informa- 
tion obtainable ia that a final agreement 
wan not reached npon either. 


Senator Flfltt oE New York, who has 


been absent most of the time since the 
bill wont into conference, returned, and 
waa in close conference much of the day 
with Senator Quay. 


At one time during the afternoon the 


Benato and house conferees separated, 
the hoaae men repairing io Lhe ways 
and means committee room. It was 
generally believed that this action on 
tho part of tho house men was for the 
purpose of deciding upon a lint of pol- 
icy on sugar, but they refused to give 
out information. 


Contrary to published reports it is 


positively atated that tbe angar schedule 
has not been agreed upon and that in 
fact all the big questions before tbe con- 
ference which have seemingly been Bet- 
tied are only tentatively agreed to, one 
eiiis or the other insisted that they shall 
be held open.

Tlie Deficiency Bill Passed 


by the Senate. 


A DISCUSSION ON ASllOtt PLATfi 


Secretary of War Instructed to Pro- 


ceed With Construction of Break- 


water at San Pedro. 


WASHINGTON*, July 13.—The price to 


be paid for armor plate for the three 
new battle ships now in couree of con- 
struction was the theme of tbe extended 
and at times lively debate in tbe ean&te 
today. Late in the day an amendment 
to the deficiency appropriation bill was 
agreed to restricting the price of armor 
to|300 per ton, or $125 less than the 
amendment reported by the committee 
and recommended by the navy depart- 
ment, aa the minimum rate acceptable 
to the armor contractors. Another 
amendment inserted id the bill-directed 
the secretary of tbe navy to investigate 
aa to the establishment of a government 
irmor factory and to report to the next 
session of congress. Daring the debate 
Mr. Hall nrged that the failure to equip 
the battle ships with armor would hu- 
miliate the United Statea in the eyes of 
the world and would lessen our naval 
power at a time of possible foreign 
complications. 
After 
inserting 
the 


armor amendments, the deficiency bill, 
tho last of the great supply measures, 
was passed. 


Mr. Pettijjrew of South Dakota as- 


serted that to yield to tbe demands of 
the armor plate trust was a procedure 
too disgraceful to tolerate. 


Mr. Butler spoke alone the Bame line. 


Mr. Butler declared that he knew of no 
more dangerous kind of high treason thaii 
the equippingof warships with defective 
plates. 
One of those vessels, tho 


Oregon, with spongy, imperfect, fraudu- 
lent plates) it was said, had been 
ordered to the Hawaiian islands at a 
time when Japan was threatening to 
take possession of those islands. It 
would be fortunate if the first hostile 
shot iired at her did not hit one of thoae 
defective plates—if indeed there were 
any good ones on her. If WB are to take 
Hawaii, if we are to go iuto the laud 
grabbing 
business, then, said Mr. 


Butler, we mast have a fleet as good 
and better than any in the old country. 


Mr. Tillman pointed outalleged irreg- 


ularities in furnishing armor plate and 
referred to the fact that Secretary Her- 
bert had imposed a fine on the Carnegie 
company, which fine was remitted by 
tho President. 


"And was it a Democratic president 


who remitted the fine?" querned Mr. 
Allen. 


"Please don't leave out 'so-called' in 


referring to that president," answered 
Mr. Tillman [laughter], "as it hurts my 
feelings to hear him referred to aa a 
Democratic President." 


Mr. Hale opposed the "Butler amend- 


ment" and referred to the building up 
of the navy and the incidental develop- 
ment o! plants capable of producing 
everything needsd for equipping the 
finest ehips afloat, 


Mr. Bacon of Georgia moved to place 


the rate at $350 per ton. He believed 
the i;overuaient would have to build ita 
own foundry, bnt for the present he 
urged it to be expedient to offer ^350, 
and stand by it, allowing the armament 
of the ships to fail if need be until con- 
gress reasaemblea, 


Mr. Perkins of California urged that 


the three battleships would be tied io 
the docka to rust and corrodo unless 
equipped with armor and put into serv- 
:^e. 


Mr. Teller of Colorado contributed a 


lively speech. It had been the general im- 
preeaion that onr ships represented the 
power nnd dignity of the nation, bat, he 
said, our war ships had proved a source 
of confusion to the last administration. 


Mr. Allen of Nebraska criticised the 


general policy of expanding the navy, 
comparing the cumbersome battle ships 
with the effective monitors. Tho build- 
ing of these huge ships was a scheme, 
te asserted, to spend the public money 
and to place advantageous contracts. 


The first vote was on an amendment, 


limiting the coat of armor to$30&per 
ton. Tt waa carried on a viva voce vote, 
Mr. Hale and one or two others being 
tbo only ones to vote in the negative. 


Mr. Bntler then offered an amend- 


ment authorizing tbe secretary of the 
navy to make an investigation and re- 
ceive propositions for the establishment 
of a government armor factory and re- 
port to congress at its next Be Baton. It 
was agreed to. 


An amendment waa adopted to pay 


the balance of $14,486 to claimants un- 
der the Spanish-American claims com- 
mission and then tbe deficiency bill was 
passed.

tbat have made life a burden since the 
warm weather uf 1897 began thia was 
the worst. There were more deaths of 
human beings and of aniiuala and tha 
number of prostrations was greater 
than upon atiy other day of tho long 
hot spoil that has hung over Chicago. 
Sixteen people are dead from the heat; 
two are iaeano, and out of a largo num- 
ber of prostrations, ten cases are crit- 
ical. 


Out in the Bridewell, where seven 


prisoners went insane yesterday because 
of the beat, three others suffered the 
same from the heat tonight. 


The night was a sizzling horror. 


There was comfort to be found nowhere. 
It was the hottest night Chicago has 
ever known. The mercury was 90 last 
night at midnight, and although near 
the lake it sunk to 82 at 6 a.m., the de- 
crease in temperature was more than 
offset by an increased humidity which 
through the night and day made the 
discomfort far greater than ia implied 
by the record of the thermometer. 


By 7 a.m. the mercury in tho weather 


office had clmiheii to S4 anil there waa a 
steady overpowering bull movement 
until 3 p.m., when 00 was rached. Tbia 
was up in the auditorium tower, where 
the wind had a chance at tbatberrnoine- 
ter. On the streets, where1 tbe heat 
radiated from baking pavements and 
fiuu-aoaked brick walls, it was live to 
eight degrees higher than in the tower 
and no breeze to be had. 


The day waa especially severe on 


horses, over 100 dying in the streets. 


Sixteen hundred men and boys wore 


temporarily thrown out of employment 
in Pullman today. Owing to the in- 
tense beat the managers found in neces- 
sary to close the works atnoon and send 
the workmen home. The shops will re- 
main closed tomorrow if the hot weather 
continues and until the temperature de- 
creaaes a little. 


A thunder Btorm thia evening caused 


a drop of L'O degrees. Rain fell over the 
entire county in torrents. 


In Iowa a downpour of rain cooled

FBIGHTPUL BBCORD OK DEATH 


£lifeago Heads tbe List, Ciucinns 


Next—Two Thousand Pros- 


trations Keported. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—The fierce heal 


under which tbe greater portion of th 
country haa sweltered since the first o 
July, moderated in many localities to 
day, and predictions from the weathe 
bureau at Washington indicate tha 
lover temperature will bring general 
lief within twenty hours. The record 
of prostrations and deaths resultin] 
from the long heated term aporoache 
in magnitude that of a general epi 
demic. Reports from all sections of the 
country received by the Associated 
Press thia evening show prostration 
numbering in the neighborhood of 2000 
with fatalities close to 350. In addition 
to this there were scores of deaths re 
suiting indirectly from thu intolerable 
heat, the death rate in many of tbe 
large cities showing an increase over 
previous yeara. The central states suf- 
fered more severely than other sections, 
the heat being most deadly in Chicago, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. In the num- 
ber of fatalities thia city heads the list 
with eiguty-seven deaths, Cincinnati 
and suburban points reporting sixty- 
five and St. Louis forty-two. Through- 
out the south the heat was intense, but 
the death rate was much lower than in 
the north. 


Cixcisx.vn, July 10.—Coroner Haer re- 


ports 53 fatal cases of sunstroke during 
the past seven days. Ibis djes not in- 
clude a dozen fatalities for the week in 
Covington, Newport and other Kentucky 
suburbs. There were over 500 prostra- 
tions. Today there were seven fatal 
cases of heat prostrations here. 


There are in city hospitals 40 cases of 


sufferers from sunstroke. 
There ate 


also a total of 358 cases under treat- 
ment, very largely from accidents su- 
perinduced by heat. The prostrations 
reqniiine official attention today were 
about 45. The maximum heat marked 
by the weather bureau today was 93 at 
1 p.m. The most reliable instruments 
on the street level showed 3 to 4 degrees 
higher. The mercury on the street at 
9.30 tonight was 83. Thundor atorms 
cooled the air but little. 


ST. Loui.s, July 10.—The hot spell in 


St. Louis has lasted thirteen days, and 
the weather is still hot and oppressive. 
During this heated term forty-two per- 
sona have died from sunstroke, either on 
the streets, in ambulances, or In the 
emerguncy hospital. The statistics of 
prostrated persons who died in their 
own homes are not attainable. During 
the hot spell 137 cases of prostration 
classified as "eerioua" havo boen treated 
at the city hospital?. There is no rec- 
ord of those treated at their own homes. 
During tbe thirteen days the heat has 
averaged 96 degrees. There wore no 
•deaths and few prostrationj during the 
first five days. 


Today's record of the run in St. Louis 


up to G o'clock lament is: Dead 1-1, 
prostrated S3. Of those prostrated ten 
are erpacted to die. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 10.—The maxi- 


mum temperature recorded d urine the 
recent heated term in New Orleans, 
which was broken to some extent by 
rain, was 97 on June 22d. For several 
days prior thereto and thereafter, the 
mercury registered about 90. The actual 
deaths from heat prostration during 
that time were fifteen. Many other 
deaths, particularly of children, were in 
part duo to tbe heat. 


NEW YORE, July 10. The number of 


deaths in New York'city from sunstroke 
for the week ending at 6 o'clock to- 
night was 41, There were numerous 
deaths from heart failure and other 
diseases hastened by the heat. The re- 
port of the bureau of vital statistics for 
tbe week ending today gives the num- 
ber of deaths as 066, an increase of 135 
over the week previous. 


KANSAS CITY, July 10.—Eight deaths 


were directly due to the extreme hot 
weather which prevailed in Kansas 
City during the past week, flii of these 
occurred yesterday, though the hottest 
day of the season was Thursday. Dar- 
ing tho entire season previous to the 
pant week, there has been three deaths 
from sunstroke. Today the weather is 
cool. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky, July 10. Since the 


commencement of the present heated 
term there have been seventeen deaths 
in this city and about fifty serious pros- 
trations, all due directly to the intense 
heat.

cene of Confusion in the French 


Chamber of Deputies. 


PARIS, July 12,—The government had 
narrow escape from defeat in the 


chamber of deputies today. The minis- 
ters desired to postpone until autumn 
the discussion of the bill for tho read* 
juatment of the direct taxes, the passage 
of which would chiefly benefit the peas- 
antry. 


The oppoaition, led by M. Miller and 


tho socialists, urged the immediate dis- 
cussion of the measure. In tho first 
division the government waa defeated 
by a vote of 270 to 245. 


M. Cochery, minister of finance, made 


a clever reply to M. Miller and hla sup- 
porters, saying that this vote implied a 
preference on the part of the socialists 
for the existing system. A scene of 
wild confusion ensued, the socialists 
rising to their feet shouting and shaking 
their fists. 


Another division was finally taken 


and Mr. Miller's motion for the imme- 
diate discussion of the bill was lost by a 
vote of 270 to 257. The trouble waa 
largely dne to the defection of a section 
of the rightists. Should it occur again 
tomorrow when the usual bill, renewing 
the direct taxes is introduced, another 
critical division is possible. The down- 
fall of the ministry on the eve of Presi- 
dent Faure's visit to St. Petersburg 
would be most unfortunate.

On sugar Senators Aldrich and 
Jones of Nevada are holding especially 
for the senate schedule and are sup- 
ported by the entire senate representa- 
tion. Tho house is just as firm in their 
demand for the house rate. The indi- 
cations, when the conference adjourned 
tonight, were that a compromise would 
be necessary, which would split the dif- 
ference between the two bosses on tbe 
deferential on tbe refined sugar, and it 
was rumored than an agreement to this 
effect had been reached. 


Tho house conferees are standing stiffly 


for the house schedule on wool,contend- 
ing that the senate rates would be most 
oppressive upon manufacturers.

The 
Pennsylvania Hsnators say tbat under 
this classification 90 per cent of the car- 
pet wools would be made to pay 7 cents 
duty, and that the result would be to 
close out many ol tbe carpet-makera. 


There is a proposition to compromise 


the difference by retaining the senate 
classification, but allowing a drawback 
on all wools which it can bo proven are 
uaod In carpet-making, on which 7 cents 
may be paid. 


The house in also standing for its rates 


on first and second class wools, which 
were reduced by the senate, with a good 
prospect of euccess. There was quite a 
movement on the Democratic side of tbo 
aenato to insure a firm stand for free 
burlaps, cotton bagging, floor matting, 
cotton ties, etc., placed on the frne list 
in the senate, and to hold white pine at 
$L per thousand feet. This was because 
of tbe report, which was authenticated, 
that the committee had tentatively 
agreed to restore the $2 rate on white 
pine and to restore the other articles 
mentioned to the dutiable list. These 
changes were made in the senate by 
majorities ran trine from one to five 
votes, and tbe supporters of the senate's 
action expressed the opinion that they 
would be able to hold all the votes for a 
motion to reject the conference report 
thfet were originally cast for the amend- 
ments. To do this they would have to 
make aura not only of Senator Me- 
Enery'a vote, but of some Republicans, 
each R9 Senators Carter and llans- 
brough. The proposition bids fair to 
develop an interesting situation in tbe 
senate if the committee conference ad- 
heres to its present determination with 
regard to these articles.

Mr. Morgan severely criticised the 


agreement made with the reorganiza- 
tion committee. At another point Mr. 
Thureton of Nebraska demurred to Mr. 
Morgan's reference to him as counsel for 
the receivers of tbe Pacific railroad, 
saying that he had not acted in that 
capacity since December, 1S95, and 
while a political service might not in- 
volve any question of propriety, yet it 
was desirable to have the facts appear 
correctly. 
Tbe receivers 
and their 


counsel were officers of the court ap- 
pointing them, Mr, Thnrston said. Mr. 
Morgan made an extended legal argu- 
ment to show that the Union Pacific 
railroad property could not be sold 
without the consent of congress. 


Mr. Thurstpn took exception to Mr. 


Morgan's claim that the government's 
lien was not confined to aided portions 
of the road, but embraced all its prop- 
erty, whether aided or not. Mr. Thurs- 
ton contended that the United States 
supreme court had held the lien of the 
government to extend only to the mile- 
age aided by the issue of subsidy bonds. 


Mr. Morgan spoke for over tbree 


hours, appealing to his associates to 
support the amendment and prevent 
tbe consummation of what he regarded 
as a serious menace to the government. 


Mr. Hate, in charge of the bill, made 


tbe point of order that the Morgan 
amendment was new legislation and 
not appropriate in an appropriation bill. 
He agreed, however, to withdaw the 
point of order if a vote could be taken 
without delay. Mr. White demanded 
an aye and nay vote which promised to 
bring business to a halt, as Mr. Hale de- 
clared there was not a quorum of the 
senate in the chamber or in tha city. 
Mr. Thnrston briefly controverted the 
points of Mr. Morgan's argument, say- 
ing the pending proposition was de- 
signed to prevent tbe taking of tbe 
Union Pacific question out of tbe policy 
of the west and also to endanger a set- 
tlement on a most advantageous basis. 
He renewed the point of order with- 
drawn by Mr. Hale. 


The presiding officer, Mr. Clark of 


Wyoming, temporarily in the chair, an- 
nounced that be would submit the point 
of order to tbe Senate. The vote was 
abont to be taken when Mr. Hale with- 
drew that paragraph of tbe bill to which 
Mr. Morgan's provision was an amend- 
ment, thus disposing of the entire sub- 
ject. The bill was then laid aside and 
at 4 :55 the Senate held an eiecutive 
session and then adjourned.

Hia retirement from tha company haa 
not been generally known, although it 
ia now over sis muiitha eince he sev- 
ered hia connection with it* And he 
did this in such an uneeremonioua man- 
ner that it was about three months 
afterwards Uiat tlie arm knew of bia 
departure. 


Jamea Madison ia managing the fruit 


cannery in thia city thia season. He ia 
largely iatereated in the enterprise, and 
he waa forced to take charge of the 
businesa after the former uiaaa^Dr left. 
Sir. Madison'a home IB in JSau fran- 
cieco, where he has extensive projwrty 
interests, bat this summer ha is living 
iu Free no. 


The n«w manager waa seen at the 


cannery by a KEI'L*HUCAN reporter yes- 
terday, and he said he waa at a total 
loss to account for the strange departure 
of .Mr. Tenney, who ia now sojourning 
in Southern England, hia native home. 
The ex-manager did not leave any debts 
behind him, aud his relations with the 
company were oi the moat pleasant 
character. Air. Madison's only cause 
for complaint waa that .Mr. Tenney had 
gone away and left tho business of tho 
company without a manager for about 
three months, endangering its interests 
to some extent. 


"I waa on a visit to Europe wlien Mr. 


Tennay disappeared," explained Mr. 
Madiaou yesterday. "I left San Fran- 
cisco in October and intended to be 
gone till June, but Bomo other business 
matters called me buck in the latter part 
of March. Aa noon aa 1 returned a man 
presented Mr. Tenney'a stock to me to 
have it transferred to him. It Beams 
that our former manager had borrowed 
Borne tnouey from thia party on the 
abareB. 
"I at once suspected that eometbinp 


waa wrong, and upon investieatioa I 
learned that Mr. Tenney had left sud- 
denlv about the beginning of the year 
for England, I never had been notified 
of hia departure, nor had any one elao 
connected with the company. 
Mr. 


DeToy, the bookkeeper, was here iu 
Fresno handling the buainesB alone as 
beat hft could. Mr. Tenney had noti- 
fied him from t$an Francisco about 
Christmas that he (Tenaey) would bo in 
Fresno in a low daya to attend to some 
matters. 
The bookkeeper waited in 


vain day after day, and was very much 
worried, for he received no word from 
Mr. Tenney at all. 


"Of course I did not like it very 


much wheu I ascertained that Mr. Ten- 
ney had left ue BO unceremoniously, and 
at a time wheu I was away. Luckily 
we did not Buffer to any extent, but our 
business waa seriously jeopardized when 
there was no one here to manage U. 


"Mr. Tenney's accounts with the corn- 


pan} were all straight, and he did not 
leave because of any crooked business 
transactions. If he left any unpaid billa 
they would surely have been presented 
at thia office bnfore now. t have re- 
ceived only one bill, but the amount was 
so small that it was undoubtedly through 
forRotfulnesa that it waa left unpaid. In 


• fact 1 know of no reason for the man'a 


peculiar action, lie and I practically 
constituted tha canning company. We 
were first in the raisin packing business, 
and during the four yeara we were anso- 
ciated we were on the moat friendly 
terma, be managing ourFresno interests 
in a highly satisfactory manner. 


"We conducted tho Fresno Fruit 


Packing Company, but retired from this 
business because it was not profitable. 
Whtla Mr, Tennoy managed tola com- 
pany also, I have no fault to find with 
him, for he did th« best that could be 
done under the circuintitancea. 


"Personally I have never heard i 


word from the former manager, bul 
through other pn.rtips T have learner 
that hu ia in England. He quietly 
packed up in San Franeisco and left 
without giving hia friends any intima- 
tion of his intentions."

Lrictly enjoined not to touch the wine, 
nd the unhappy little fellow told his 
mother that his Bister bad drunk it. 


lut Mra. Mulder could seq that the boy 
waa drunk, and she told him that it was 


oubtlasB he who had disobeyed the 
ather'a order. Than he admitted that 
e had taken a drink to Bee how tbe 


wine tasted, and began to cry, aa he felt 
ory eick, heoaid. 
The mother took the chilr! into the 


_iouse and put him to bad, but ut first 
ad no fear of any sarious consequences, 
'reeontly he bsgaD to vomit, and con- 
inued this at intervale during the fore- 
looii. Uia condition became worse, and 
Mra. Mulder called in a section foreman 
who waa working on tbe railroad near 
iy to ask bia advice aa to what to do. 
leasetirecl her that there wan no dau- 
;er of tbe boy'a dying and that there 
ras no need to send for a doctor. 


But tho little follow did n»t improve, 


and about 4 o'clock Mra, Mulder eent 
or a neighbor and aaked him logo for 
i doctor at once. Ae he wag about to 
tart Mr. Mulder arrived, and he came 
o town with all possible haste aftor Dr. 
jong. About ten imnntea before thoy 
arrived at the home tbe boy died alter 


;veral convulsions. 
Dr. Long mftde an examination of the 


wine, some of which still remained in 
the bottle from which the boy took the 
drink, and it was found to be good 
claret. The child waa email for hia age, 
md tbe doctor wag convinced that tbe 
alcohol in tho wino wag tha cause of the 
ittle orie'a death. 


Mr. Mulder, the father of the boy, 


worka on a ranch about fifteen tnilea 
weat of thnc'ty, end he came home yes- 
terday to visifc'his family. The parents

Rustigian aa tbe person who aet the 
trays on fire, and it ia probable that 
the Markariana will file a complaint 
apainat him charging him with ma- 
licioua mischief, as that is the only way 
they can reach him. 


Both H. Markarian and A. Markarian 


teatified they had eeen Rustigian run 
awav from tbe fire, and one of them 
stated that ho had followed the fleeing 
mau a distance and was positive it waa 
the defendant. In examining tho wit- 
nesses the defense sought to bring out 
the absurdity of the idea that a mail 
who had aet a building on fire would 
linger in its vicinity and risk being 
recognized and captured. 


Sheriff ficott teatiSed that he and 


Deputy SheriS Peck had investigated 
the caae, and produced the ahoea worn 
by Rustifian on the night of the fire. 
One of them had a patched heel and left 
a peculiar track. Deputy Sheriff Peek 
put on tbo ahoea and walkad in the eoft 
earth near the aceno of tbo fire, and upon 
comparing the tracks made by him with 
those made by the man who ran away 
from the fire they werefonnd to be alike.

The fuilowsusr is a summary of re^ui^- 


tions regarding forest reaervea that were 
ieaued by the secretary of the interior 
recently: 


Attention is called to the matter of 


forest tires, and the law ia specially re- 
ferred to which imposes penalty for 
willfully settinK fire to timber, or cflre- 
lejaly suffering fire to burn uuattteiided 
near any timber, and which puuiehea 
euch offense by tine or imprisonment. 
The law provides that before breaking 
camp ur«s feliall bo totally eitiu- 
guianeu. 


Prospecting, locating and developing 


the mining resources of forest reserves 
are periuintd. Lauds for school houses 
and churches are provided, and thu 
waters for domestic, mining, mill- 
ing and irrigation purposes are alao al- 
lowed. 


The construction of wagon roads ia 


authorized, and the right of way across 
the reserves for 
irrigation 
canals, 


ditches, iluuiea and reservoirs is per- 
mitted. The pasturage of live stock on 
the reservation is permitted, except as 
to sheep, which are prohibited in re- 
gione where the rain fall is limited. 


Where peraona have unparfected bona 


fide claims within the reserves they 
may relinquish the same and select 
Vdcaut public lands elsewhere without 
charge in cases where previous feea had 
been paid. 


The mineral lands of the forest re- 


serves are eubject to location aud eot:y 
under the mining lawa in the usual 
manner. Owners of mining locations 
are authorized to felt and remove from 
their mining claims any timber growing 
thereon for actual mining purposes 
upon their particular claim. The free 
use of timber la allowed to bona fide 
Battlers, miners, residents aud pros- 
pectors for mino*als, for firewood, fenc- 
ing, buildings, etc. Thia privilege ia ro- 
a trio tod to peraona resident; within the 
foroat reserves who have not a sufficient 
aunply of timber upon their own ulaiina. 


Theaaleof timber from the reserves 


will be permitted in limited quantities 
for the purpoHa of preserving the liv- 
ing and growing timber and protecting 
the younger growth of timber on tho 
reserves. 


Dead, matured or large growths of 


trees found* upon tbe reserves shall be 
designated and appraised as far aa tho 
aame may not be necessary for the lor- 
eat preservation aud water cover, and 
may bo eold for not leea than the up- 
praiaed value. 


Where it may be found necessary to 


erect temporary sawmills for timber 
purchased on the grounds, a permit will 
ha nncAaaary. All timber eo cut must 
be uaed in the state or territory in which 
the reservation ia situated. 


Supplemental instructions are given 


to all special agents of the interior de- 


rtmeot to especially take cognizance 
unlawful cutting of timber and depre- 
;iona upon tbe public domain inciud- 
theforent reserves, and hereafter a 


..ilant watch will be directed toward 
e matter of forest Hrea. 
The law further provides that in the 
ae of landa more applicable for mining 
d agriculture than for forestry pur- 
ges, upon a proper allowing made, the 
me may be eliminated entirely from 
e forest reserve and restored to the 
blic domain.

Tbe board may also cane 
citations to issue to any person or pe 
eons within the county, to attend an 
aive evidence at the hearing of aach pe 
titioD, and may compel such attendanc 
by attachment.

An application was 
received from Fred T. Moore, who hat 
been teaching for a number of years in 
Summit Lake diatrict, for the vacanl 
principalahlp. The board already had 
, number of applications on tilo. 
The choosing of a successor to Mr, 


Coegrave waa laid over till the nex 
meeting in August. Mr. Hogue movei 
to elect Mr. Moore and Judge Church 
jeconded the motion, but it failed to 
carry. The position is an important 
one and the members of the board de 


re to.consider every application for i 


thoroughly before taking action. 


Mr. Stephens moved that the salarie

Litigation Between the Bank

HE IS AHEAD AT LEAST S6UUU 


Jnd?e Webb Sets Aside the Com- 


missioner's Sale—Most Keiiilrr 


au Aei'onutlng.

With the consent of both parties 


Judce-Webb yesterday set aside the 
commissioner's ealeof D.W. Parkhuret'a 
vineyard near Fowler in the foreclosure 
suit brought by the Bank of Southern 
California. The order waa a formal one 
and was in consequence of the recent 
decision of the supreme court reversing 
the judgmentof foreclosure which Judge 
Webb had awarded to the Los Aogelea 
Bank. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Parkhurst and a relative, Pamelia AB- 
bury, morticed 
property, including 


the Fowlervineyard, to the southern in- 
stitution for $30,000; but t!.* bank 
never advanced more than $1^,000 to Mr. 
Parkhuret, who waa tbe mortgagor ae 


About a year ago the bank instituted 


foreclosure proceedings for this amount 
of $12,000, and tho defendant resisted, 
alleging thfct ha had been damaged 
many thousand dollars becanfethe bank 
had not given him tho full amount by 
$18,000 of ihoincurnbran.ee on hia prop- 
erty. While he had received only 
$12,000, the record showed a mortgage 
of $50,000 on the vineyard. Because of 
thia mortgage he could not borrow 
money ou the property to eavo some 
other interests which he waa unable to 
carry through the hard times. 


Judge Webb would not permit the in- 


troduction of any evidence bearing on 
thedamags thus sustained and granted 
the decree of foreclosure as prayed for. 
The vineyard was eold by tbe commis- 
sioner about a year ago and tbe bank 
bought it in. It assumed control of the 
property and collected the receipts and 
paid the expenses of the maintenance of 
the vineyard. During tho year that 
the bank was in possession the net in- 
come was about $1000. Meantime the 
reaidence on tho vineyard waa destroyed 
by fire and the bank collected $5,000 in- 
surance on it. 
Hero a new complication jn the cape 


ariflea. 
The foreclosure consummated 


having been declared invalid bv the BU- 
preme court, it follows that the bank 
was therefore not entitled to the $UOOO 
it had realized during tho ysar, aud the 
money rightfully helonga to Mr. Park- 
hurat, out of whoae possession the vine- 
yard haa not yet passed. 


But the bank refuses to turn this 


money over to Mr. Parkhurst. It con- 
tends that it can retain the amount and 
credit it to hia mortgage account. While 
this would reduce hia debt by half, Mr. 
Parkhorat is not satietied with such a 
proceeding and demands that the $6(100 
be paid to him. Tbe disagreement as 
to the disposition of this money will be 
one of the hotly contested points yet to 
comu up iu the litigation. 


A second complication grows out of 


thip. When the residence on tbe vine- 
yard was burned a few months ago the 
bank compromised with the insurance 
company for $5000, which was several 
thousand dollars leas than the amount 
of the policy. Mr. Parkhurst will re- 
fuse to accept the $5000 and will con- 
tend that the bank is liable for the total 
amount for which he insured tbe build- 
ing 
He will not accept what the bank 


took upon itself to compromise for, and 
claims that it must make up tbe full 
amount of the policy. 


In the order which Judge Webb made 


yesterday Court Commissioner A. M. 
Drew wsa instructed to hear the ac- 
counting by tbti bank of the moneys it 
had taken in and expended while in 
charge of the vineyard. Then when 
the bank refuses to turn over this money 
to Mr. Parkhurst euit will be brought to 
make, it pay. In addition there will bo 
a suit to collect from tbo bank tho full 
amount of the insurance policy. 


With these complications interest in 


the litigation rrnws apace. Probably 
no suit in thn courts of Fresno county 
has ever baeii so fall "f complications, 
and the prospect- »re that all have not 
sprung up yet. 
Aside from the above proceedings 


there is the recent decipion of Judgo 
Bisley. who held that the mortgage in 
question was invalid from its incipiency. 
Tbe Judge decided tans when he cave 
judgment to Itawson H. Parkhnrat and 
'two other children of D. W. I'arbbarst, 
who are minors, giving them possession 
of the vineyard. Parkhuret fir. had 
held the" property in trust for his chil- 
dren and had no right to mortgage the 
vineyard. It was in thia decision that 
Judge Kialey stated that fraud had been 
practiced in mortgaging the property.

A CF.LEBRATEU CASE. 


The Fresno vineyard, six miles east 


of this city, waa visited by a e&rtou^ fire 
Ustevemu" between "• and U o'clock. 
The distillery and pausing house were 
destroyed, and 
the IDES amounts to 


about $10,000. It waa ouly by tbe de- 
termined efforts of the vineyard em- 
ployes that tbe flames were prevented 
from communicatin2 with the big wine 
cellar, the destruction of which would 
have added many thousands of dollars 
to the loss. 


The fire started in the boiler room in 


the distillery biiildinc, and it was not 
discovered till tbe roof was ablaze. Thn 
wine maker had steam in the boilers 
during the day for [iQTFer to pump wine 
out o! the large ca?tca in the cellar into 
smaller receptacles in which the liquor 
ia placed on the market. Vine brush 
waa used for fuel. The wine maker vid- 
ited tbe boiler room only occasionally to 
fire up, but ho always was careful, after 
charging the furnace, to clean up on the 
floor BO that nothing might bo left there 
that could be ignited. 


Juathowtho blaze originated is un- 


known. 
The wine-maker had been 


gone from the place quite a while, beirte 
engaged in work in the cellar, when the 
fire was discovered. Tho building in 
which the distillery and boilers wore 
located was built ot adobe brick, bnt 
parts of tbe interior of the structure 
and ft corner of tbo walla near tbe 
furnace were constructed of timber. 


The fire undoubtedly caught from the 


furnace, perhaps from a spark tbat 
escaped while fuel waa being thrown in. 
Auuuat Rohlfing waa tho wine maker 
who bad tended the furnace, but be 
always oserciaed the greatest care in 
his work and it ia hardly likely that the 
fire was due to any carelessness on bia 
part. Ha always swept up the tloor in 
front of tho furnace after placing fuel 
in it. 


The interior of tbe building and tbe 


roof were quickly enveloped in flames, 
and a ejiel adjoining, In which tuere 
were sixteen tanks used for storing the 
winery refuse from which the brandy ia 
manufactured, was the next to RO np in 
amobe. Buck ol Ihe distillery was a 
Btftt;lr of 2000 traya and a large number 
of Krojje picking boxes, stored there be- 
tween yeaaoua. 


These communicated the fire to the 


packing house, which stood about 
twenty feet distant. This was a frame 
structure, thirty feet wide and eighty 
foot long. Traya and bosus were stored 
there also. A'force of men and girls 
had been working in the building and 
had juat finished preparing a lot of fruit 
Tor drying when the lire broke out. 


From tbe packing house the fUrnea 


proceeded to a small adobe structure 
near by, tbe roof of which was made of 
lumber. All the timber work was 
burned out. Thia building had bean 
erected with the intention of using it 
to store sherry, but it waa never occu- 
pied. 
The packing house and sherry liouae 


were situated east of the distillery, and 
a light breeze from the northwest fanned 
the flames in that direction. Tbe wine 
cellar was west, and the bnilding proper 
waa about 100 feei distant from tbe 
boiler room where the fire broke out. 
But a system of aheda, under which the 
employes 
work 
when 
unloading 


grapes, extends about fifty feet from 
Ihe winery. It was therefore only fifty, 
feet from the fire to tbo sheds, which 
are built of light lumber. This timber 
ia very dry, and it seems remarkable that 
it diu not become ignited. 


Aa soon as the cry of tire waa raised 


all tho employes on the vineyard im- 
mediately roaponded. No attempt was 
made to iave the packinghouse, but all 
efforts were directed to saving the wine 
cellar. Luckily tho big taak at the 
vineyard was full of water, and two 
long lines of large-sized hoae, which 
had been Kept for fire estincuiahing 
purposes, were brought into service. 
With these the sheda were kept well 
wetted, and neiuhbors who were at- 
tracted by the fire did efficient work 
with buckets. 


But it was only by thelhardaat kind 


of fiKhting that the big cellar waa saved 
almost from under tbe flames that 
leaped hiEh into the air from the dis- 
tillery, There were about 85,000 gal- 
lons of liquor stored in tho winery, and 
the building ie a large one. Had it 
caught fire tbo conflagration would have 
rivaled the court houso fire. The loea 
would have been very heavy, the cellar 
being one of the biggest and 
beat 


equipped in tho Btate. 
Three boilern and two distilling ma- 


chines were ruined bv the fira, and the 
loea, including that of tho building, is 
about £6000. The walls of tbe distillery 
were of adobe brick, and they remained 
standing.

The famous case from Cloyia, which 


grew out of a charivari of a newly wed- 
dfd couple, wa« tried by a jury before 
Justice St. John in this city yesterday, 
and "Spot" McOIung, the constable of 
that town, who waa the defendant, waa 
acquitted of a charge of disturbing tbe 
peace. Robert E. L. Good was the 
complainant, and it was he and his wife 
whose nuptial elombera the man who is 
sworn to enforce the law and others had 
udely and maliciously disturbed, ac- 
ording to thecornplainant'ealle^atione. 
Jut the jury took a different view oi 
be matter, and arrived at a vfcrdict of 
not guilty on the first ballot. 


The proceeding o! the trial were 


richly interesting, and the court room 
was filled with spectators. The prose- 
cution waa conducted by Deputy District 
Attorney Freman and Jud|je George B. 
Graham, who had been specially ein- 
>loyed by Mr. Good. Judge Harris de- 
ended. While the testimony was of an 
entertaining nature, the trial was en- 
ivened by frequent clashes between the 
,wo judges, who were opposing attor- 
neys. Judge Harris seemed particularly 
impatient, and the passages between 
uim and Judge Graham were at timea o 
in acrimonious nature. The "venerable' 
Judge Graham, aa hie opponent termed 
him, wae, of course, endeavoring to im 
pteaa the jurv with the fact that newly 
wedded couples must not be disturbed 


But Judge Harris likened a charivar 


to a Fourtb of July celebration, whei 
patriotism and good wilt abound, am 
is plosions rend the air. lie did no 
consider that each a disturbance of a 
newly married couple wsfl malicious 
and it was over this point particularly 
that the two judges clashed. 


Deputy District Attorney Fremau ex- 


plained the case to the talesmen, atatin^ 
:hat the defendant, Mr. McOlung, was 
charged with disturbinc the peace on or 
about tho 19lh of last mouth at the town 
of Clovis. Mr. Freman read the com' 
plaint in the case, which ho said, em- 
braced all the points of the prosecution, 
[n this document Mr. Good alleged tha 
Mr. McClung "did willfully, unlawfully 
and maliciously disturb the peace am 
juiet of complainant and Amy Good b] 
,ond and unusual noisa by shooting and 
firing of several shots from a nun, by 
striking 
the sides of complainant's 


iiouae with clubs, by beating tin pan1 
and tin cane with sticks of wood, alt o 
which eaid acts were maliciously done 
in the hearing and in tho immediate 
presence of complainant and said Amy 
jood, and with the intent theu and 
there to maliciously disturb the peace 
nJ quiet of complainant and Amy 
rood." 
Tho selection of a jury then proceedet 


and waaqnickly accomplished. Charles 
Schweizer, a talesman, said that he 
Enew the defendant, and did not think 
that ho had participated in tbe charivar 
•with, any malicious purpose. "And '. 
think that I would lean in Mr. Me 
31ung'e iavor," volunteered the tales- 
man, "because I know the man and tlm1 


lie wouldn't intentionally do anything 
wrong." Of course tbia decisivn state 
ment waa sufficient, and Mr. Scbweizer 
was excused from acting on the jury. 


When asked if he knew what a 


charivari was W. T. Rice replied tr 
Judge Harris that he "had been ther 
manv timea." *'0n which aide?" quer 
ried Attorney Freman, lamid laughter 
"On both," answered Mr. llice. Then 
Mr. Rice said that before be would con 
vict the defendant it would have to b 
proven to him that McClung started on 
with the intention of acting maliciousl; 
in the charivari. The prosecution coo 
sidered that this statement was Buffi 
cient 
lor 
disqualifying 
the 
tales 


man, and 
this 
brought 
forth 


vigoroUB objection from Judge Harris 
He and Judge Graham had a very livel; 
exchange of words over the matter, am 
the tuucfi of their voices indicated tba 
both were excited. 
Judge Graham 


argued that the malice waa to be pre 
named from the acts of the defendant. 


Judge Harris appeared to be ver 


much disgusted with Judge Graham* 
idea of tbe law. "Your honor, I mnn 
confese," he eaid, "that 1 am eomewha 
impatient when a gray haired membe 
of the bar like Judge Graham make 
such a statement of tbe law. I thin 
that Mr. Rice (the tradesman) is a be 
tor lawyer than he is. Judge Grahan 
doesn't state the law correctly," averre 
Judge Harris. 


Judge Graham replied positively tha 


"we won't be bluffed out of this case, 
and then went on to argue thfl poin 
He contended that it was not necesaar 
to prove the fact of malice, but thai: 
could be implied from the circumstance! 
of tbe offense. For instance, tbe judg 
cited that a man who became drunk an 
made a big noise JD a community wa 
guilty of disturbing the peace, althong 
he had 
malice 
against no one i 


particular. An act cannot be an in 
fraction of tho law unless it is com 
mitted with malice, and the prosecutio 
was trying to show that the Clovia con 
stable was malicious in bis acts toward 
the hymeneal couple. 


Judge Harris argued that the malic 


must be plainly proven, "Why," h 
said, "If the perpetration of a joko, sue 
as thia charivari was, can carry J with i 
the implicatiouof malice, then yon coul 
convict Dr. Maupin in here forty timea 
day of disturbing the peace." 


The special counsel for the prosecii 


tioa replied pointedly that the defend 
ant's attorney was trying to deceive th 
jury on the law in regard to the malic 
connected with an offence. 


Justice St. John upheld the couten 


tion of Judge Grab am, and Mr. Ric 
waa excused because of tbe erroneou 
idea he had regarding tbe law. 


The jury was completed without far 


ther difficulty, four talesmen being ex 
cused. It was agreed to try the ca: 
with eight jurora, and they were tbe fol 
lowing: Ed Schwarz, Ray White, W 
B. Furnish, John Church, Lonia Han 
sen, Sam Thompson, Ben Epstein am 
James Doyle. 


Five talesmen arrived abnnt half an 


hour late. They were GUB Young, S. F 
Cowan, A. L. Hobba, Alomo D. Chance 
and James E, Dooltttle. M eae re. Young 
and Cowan made satisfactory excuses 
but Messrs. Hobbs, Chance and Doolit- 
tle were fined $2.50 each for contempt 
The money was not collected by the 
court at the time, ae be waa too busy, 
but judgment against the offenders was 
entered. Aa Chance left the court room 
he remarked that he would "eee Judge 
St. John in 
before he would 


pay that fine." The court did not hear 
the remark. 


The introduction of teatimony In the 


case was then commenced, and Mr. 
Good, the complainant, was the first 
witness called. He testified that on 
Saturday evening, June 19th, about 
11.80 o'clock, shortly after he aud hia 
wife had retired, a crowd came to give 
them a charivari. The men were armed 
with guns, cans, bells, tubs and every- 
thing imaginable. 


Tne visitors made an awful noise, and 


the witnees' wife became BO nervous 
that be could not qniet her. lie then 
went nut on tbe porch and told thf 
twenty cr twenty-five men present oi 
the condition of Mrs. Good, and asked 
them to desist from making the noiae. 
All went excepting eevun or eight, one 
of whom was McOlnng. Tbeee refused

THE BAKER'S DOZEN. 


TWO ACCOUNTS GIVINQ THE ORIGIN 


OF THE PHRASE. 


for help, an if once in a while an un- 
worthy person nets on the list it is 
not because tho board has failed in its 
duty. 


"I wish to make clear one point in 


particular. It is sometimes asked why 
tbo indigents are not, sent to the county 
institutions, 'the placo where they bn- 
loug,' an it is put. The chief reason the 
board fails and refuses to do this is, in 
most cases, beuaueu of tbe expense. I 
should Bay that it does not, on the 
whole, cost over one-third of as much to 
care for them on the outside as it 
would if they were &3nt to the hospital, 
poor farm or orphanage. Suppose tbe 
case of a woman and ber family of three 
children. They are destitute and de- 
serving, and the board must do Eome- 
thsne for them. The woman can per- 
haps make a few dollar? a month by 
working hard. The board allows her 
$12, and that added to the little she 
earna will enable her and tho children 
to get a roof over their 
heads and 


enough to keep body and soul together. 
Now, to eond the woman to the poor 
farm and the children to the orphanai 
would cost tbe county from ?'2.S to $!!i 
month. It IB clear from this that the 
county aavea by providing for fluch caeea 
outside the public insulations. There 
are of coarse psraous who proy^rly be- 
long in thn institutions, and they gener- 
ally find their way there. To sead all 
applicants for aid there, however, 
would aoon necessitate the erection of 
an additional building. We pay $10 for 
each child at the orphanage under one 
year of aea and $6 for the care of each 
child over that age. The cost of caring 
for a person at the hospital or poor farm 
ie from $8 to f 10. 


"Another point- to be considered in 


this connection is that most mothers do 
not wish to be separated from their 
children, and others object to entering a 
public institution themselves. It may 
be very wicked for these women to be so 
proud and to refuse to be parted from 
their little ones, but if they will bo that 
way yet need help and are worthy in 
every other reapect, what IB to be done 
about it? Separate them by force, or 
leave them starve? However, we are 
not called upon to give any beed to sen- 
timental considerations; as a buBineei 
proposition it la preferable to care for 
these neople outeide the public institu- 
tions." 


Supervisor Sayre, chairman of the 


board, here entered the room where Mr. 
Smith and the reporter were sitting, and 
upon being told the subject of conversa- 
tion expressed himself to much the 
samo effect as Mr. Smith. Mr. Sayre 
said that the board waa observing all 
possible care in providing for iiidigenls 
and would continue to do HO. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that in this en- 
lightened century a civilized community 
must not permit ita poor to starve. 
Humanity required that those in need 
of food and unable to earn a living 
should receive a helping band, and if an 
unworthy person imposed on the board 
once in a while better eo than that by 
any fault of theirs a worthy one should 
be permitted to starve. 


Mr. Smith here told of a case that 


had come under Supervisor Manly'a no- 
tice recently. It was that of a family 
in destitute circumstances, hut wbo 
were too proud to ask for aid. 
Some 


neighbors reported tbe matter to Mr. 
Manly, who investigated the case and 
found the people on the verge of starva- 
tion. Tbe night preceding the day Mr. 
Manly visited the family the children 
had cried for food all night long. The 
father had been sick aud unable to 
Tf ork. The family were allowed tempor- 
ary relief. 
"About a month ago, "said Mr. Smith, 
'Chairman Sayre suggested that some 
kind of a printed application form be 
gotten np by the hoard. All persona 
applying for aid from tbe county would 
have to fill out theae blanks, giving 
their foil names, ages, places of resi- 
dence and such other particulars as the 
board might require. The application 
of each would have to be signed by ten 
)r twelve freeholders living in 
the 


neighborhood vouching for the worthi- 
ness of the applicant. Thia, together 
with eur,h inveatigations as the board 
night make, would undoubtedly mini- 
mize fraud, and the board will probably 
adopt some such plan. We have not ' 
)een able to get to work on thia matter 
since the time mentioned because we 
iave been very busy thia session, bat 
will take it up when we meet again as 
A board of supervisors. There appears

LN THE SCHOOLS. 


Sir. Neil Anderson Says Ko Appara- 


tus Is Reaulred iu This 


System. 


Neil Anderson,formerly oi tho Swedish 


Light Horse Artillery, haa open inter- 
viewing members of the city board of 
education with 
the view of having 


them introduce in tho public schools the 
Swedish system of gymnastics. 
Mr. 


Anderson waa gymnasium instructor of 
hia regiment and ie thoroughly at> 
quaiuted with the system. Though for 
tbe paat six. years he hag been ranching 
near Saoger, be has regularly exercised 
and ia a good specimen of what the 
system can accomplish when conscien- 
tiously followed. 


Air. Anderson haa taught the aye tern 


in Australia and other places snd pos- 
sesses tho finest of recommendations. 
To a REPDHLICAX reporter he yeaterday 
expressed himself aa follows: 


"I understand that the pupils in tbe 


public schools have received practically 
no phyaical training. The high school 
boys, I am informed, have some gym- 
nastic apparatus, but it seema that there 
is no systematic practice. It appears to 
me that wbere BO much is spent for the 
mental development of the pupils, a 
liUlu might be laid cut for physical de- 
velopment. 
The ancient Greeka and 


liomana did not consider an educatiou 
complete that had not included physi- 
cal training; in fact, the two went" to 
gether, and their proverb was inens 
sana incorpore sano. Phyaical instruc- 
tion is common in European 9chppl?; 
and In many eastern cities of the 
United Stateslit ia also a part of the 
school course. California seema to be 
somewhat behind in this respect. 


"The system I wonld have the Board 


of Education introduce in the schools 
here is the Swedish, or rational ayfitein. 
A decided advantage it possesses over 
most others is its cheapness, for no ap- 
paratud is required. The only expense 
would be the salary of tbe instructor. 
The author of the system waa Profeaeor 
Ling of Sweden, a man who had a pro- 
found knowledge of anatomy and phyai- 
oloity, and who made it the object of hia 
life to work out a system of gymnastics 
based upon hia knowledge of the human 
frame. 


"For all that are chiefly engaged in 


mental work, as, for instance, school 
boys, students, ckrkfl, etc., there ie no 
system of gymnastics that can compare 
with the Swedish, It benefits with the 
strong and the weak; causes no over- 
work and no exertion of a limited num- 
ber of muscles at the expense of others, 
B.B ia the case with the gymnastics in 
which heavy apparatus ia used. Fam- 
ona athletea and medical men have de- 
elated that the uee of dumb bella aud 
Indian club, instead of strengthening 
and improving the general health of 
many individuals, have had qnite a re- 
verse effect. They go BO far as to state 
that these apparatus ought to be alto- 
gether dispensed with in the physical 
training of growing people." 


Mr. Anderson stated that tho trustees 


he had spoken to appeared to be in favor 
of giving the public school pupils some 
physical instruction, and he hopes to 
induce them to adopt tho 
Swedish 


system.

All Iiis 
New Year's cakes turned stale and 
moldy before morning, ho lost his skill 
as n baker, aU his dough was so light 
that it flew up the chimney or FO heavy 
that it fell through tlio oven, his jour- 
neymen robbed him, his wife developed 
a critical disposition and a tongue hung 
iu the middle, his children weufc wild, 
ami his trade went elsewhere.

The Amount of Protection Given 


Our Industries. 


From the Tulnre Register. 


There may yet be changes in the new 


tariff, but there is not likely to be any- 
thing done which will materially affect 
the rates on California products because 
these are not the subject of controversy. 
Where our products are placed will be 
eeen by the following auumiary, quoted 
from an exchange: 


"Under tbe present law the duty on 


dried figs, plums and prunes ie 1)4 cents 
per pound. Under the new law tbe rate 
will be 2 ceuta, an increase in protection 
of 33X per cent. Raisins and other 
dried grapes under the present law pay 
a duty of \% cents per pound; under 
the new law 2K- cents, an increase of 66 
per cent. Zante currants at present pay 
1)£ cents; under the Dingley bill the 
rate is 2 cents, an increase of 33^ per 
cent. Tbe existing rate on olivea is 20 
per cent ad valorem; the new bill 
gives a protection of 25 centa per gallon 
in small packages and 15 cents in caeks. 
Granges, lemons and limea now pay S 
cants per cubic foot and $150 per 10CU 
in bulk; the new rate is 1 cent per 
puuud. 
A box weighs about sixty 


pounds, so tho protection is about 60 
cents per box. There are enc boxes in 
ICCOoranges. Tbe old rate, therefore,waa 
equal to about 25 cents per box. Tho 
rate on almonds is 3 cents on unshelled 
and 5 cents on Bbelled. On walnuts the 
d«tiHfi will be raised Irom 2 and 4 centa 
to 2^ an5 5 cents on hard and eoft 
shelled respectively.
